“We are ready to proceed to trial 
immediately,” declared Clyde Thom- 
as, deputy United States district at- 
torney. We expect the trial to be 
under way in a week.“ 

Arraignment of Harry Thomas 
Thompson, indicted former yeoman, 
first class, in the United States navy, 
has been set for Monday. Federal 
agents have not located his co-de- 
fendant, Lieutenant Commander 
Toshivi Miyazaki of the imperial 
Japanese navy. 

They were indicted yesterday by 
a federal grand jury on charges of 
_19 overt acts to violate the espionage 
las. 

Thompson now is serving a county 
jail sentence for illegally wearing the 
uniform of a navy officer.

The activities of Thompson and Mi- 
yazaki were defined in the indictment 
as extending over nine months, be- 
tween July, 1034, and March, 1935. 
During that period, Thompson, who 
previously had been discharged from |

Seized with an attack while driving 
his car on Lee street at 5 o'clock yes- 
1 morning, Benjamin H. Hughie, 
52, of 722 Lawton street, S. W., de- 
livery manager of the Atlantic Ice 
and Coal Company, died a few mo- 
ments after his car went out of con- 
trol and struck a telephone pole near 
the intersection of Gordon street.

More likely much of 
the local responsiveness is attributable 
to the superb showmanship of Nation- 
al Chairman James A. Farley and his 
associates in providing an elaborate 


entertainment program to relieve the 
tedium of the thinly-spread business 
sessions, purposely extended to cover 
five days in order to give the city op- 
portunity to break even on its liberal 
contribution to the democratic cam- 
paign chest.

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CONVENTION HALL, PHILADELPHIA, June 25.—(AP)—The 
text of the democratic platform follows: 

We hold this truth to be self-evident—that the test of a repre- 
sentative government is its ability to promote the safety and happi- 
ness of the people. : 

We hold this truth to be self-evident—that 12 years of repub- 
lican leadership left our nation sorely stricken in body, mind and 
spirit; and that three years of democratic leadership have put it 
back on the road to restored health and prosperity. 

We hold this truth to be self-evident—that 12 years of re- 


publican surrender to the dictatorship of a privileged few have 


been supplanted by a democratic leadership which has returned the 
people themselves to the places of authority, and has revived in 
them new faith and restored the hope which they had almost lost. 

We hold this truth to be self-evident—that this three-year 
recovery in all the basic values of life and the re-establishment of 
the American way of living has been brought about by humanizing 
the policies of the federal government as they affect the personal, 
2 industrial and agricultural well-being of the American 
people. 

We hold this truth to be self-evident—that government in a 
modern civilization has certain inescapable obligations to its citizens, 
among which are: 

(1) Protection of the family and the home. AN. 

(2) Establishment of a democracy of opportunity for alk the 
peopie. » 

(3) Aid to those overtaken by disaster. 

These obligations, neglected through 12 years of the old leader- 
ship, have once more been recognized by American government. 
Under the new leadership they. will never be neglected. 


FOR THE PROTECTION OF THE FAMILY 
AND THE HOME. 


(1) We have begun and shall continue the successful drive to 
rid our land of kidnapers and bandits. We shall continue to ute 
the powers of government to end the activities of the malefactors 
of great wealth who defraud and exploit the people. 


SAVINGS AND INVESTMENT. 


(2) We have safeguarded the thrift of our citizens by re- 
straining those who would gamble with other people’s savings, by 
requiring truth in the sale of securities; by putting the brakes 
upon the use of credit for speculation; by outlawing thé manipula- 
tion of prices in stock and commodity markets; by curbing the 
overweening power and unholy practices of utility holding com- 
panies; by insuring fifty million bank accounts.

(5) This administration has fostered power rate yardsticks in 
the Tennessee valley and in several other parts of the nation. As 
a result electricity has been made available to the people at a lower 
rate.

HOUSING.

AGRICULTURE. 


We have taken the farmers off the road to ruin. 

We have kept our pledge to agriculture to use all available 
means to raise farm income toward its prewar purchasing power. 
The farmer is no longer suffering from 15-cent corn, 3-cent hogs, 
2 1-2 cent beef at the farm, 5-cent wool, 30-cent whéat, S-cent 
cotton and 3-cent sugar. 

By federal legislation we have reduced the farmers’ indebted- 
ness and doubled his net income. In co-operation with the states 
and through the farmers’ own committees, we are restoring the 
fertility of his land and checking the erosion of his soil. We are 
bringing electricity and good roads to his home. 

We will continue to improve the soil conservation and domestic 
allotment program with payments to farmers.

Due to our stimulation of private business, more 
than five million people have been re-employed; and we shall con- 
tinue to maintain that the first objective of a program of economic 
security is maximum employment in private industry at adequate 
wages. Where business fails to supply such employment, we bé- 
lieve that work at prevailing wages should be provided in co-opera- 
tion with state and local governments on useful public projects, to 
the end that the national wealth may be increased, the skill and 
energy of the worker may be utilized, his morale maintained, and 
the unemployed assured the opportunity to earn the necessities 


of life. 2 
THE CONSTITUTION. 


The republican platform proposes to méet many préssing na- 
tional problems solely by action of the separate states. We khow

CIVIL LIBERTIES. 


We shall continue to guard the freedom of speech, press, radio, 
religion and assémbly which our constitution guarantees; with 
equal rights to all and special privileges to none. 


GOVERNMENT FINANCE. 


The administration has stopped déflation, restored values and 
enabléd business to go ahead with confidence. 

When national income shrinks, government income is imperiled. 
In reviving national income, we have fortified government finance. 
We have raised the public credit to a position of unsurpasséd se- 
curity. The interest rate on government bonds has been reduced 
to the lowest point in 28 years. The same government bonds 
which in 1932 sold under 83 are now selling over 104, 

We approve the objective of a permanently sound curréncy 
so stabilized as to prevent the former wide fluctuations in value 
which injured in ‘turn producers, debtors, and property owners 
on the one hand, ahd wage earners and creditors on the other, a 
currency Which will permit full utilization of the country’s re- 
sources. We assert that today we have the soundest currency 
in the world. 

We are determined to reduce the expenses of government. We 
are being aided therein by the recession in unemployment. As the 
requirements of relief decline and national income advances, an 
increasing percentage of federal expenditures can and will be met 
from current revenues, secured from taxes levied in accordance 
with ability to pay. Our retrenchment, tax and recovery programs 
thus reflect our firm determination to achieve a balanced budget 
and the reduction of the national debt at the earliest possible 


moment. | 
FOREIGN POLICY. 


In our relationship with other nations, this government will 
continue to extend the policy. of good neighbor. We reaffirm our 
opposition to war as an instrument of national policy, and declare 
that disputes between nations should be settled by peaceful means. 
We shall continue to observe a true néutrality in the disputes of 
others; to be prepared, resolutely to resist aggression against our- 
selves; to work for peace and to take the profits out of war; to 
guard against being drawn, by political commitments, international 
banking or private trading, into any war which may develop 
anywhere. 

We shall continue to foster the increase in our foreign trade 
which has béen achieved by this administration; to seek by mutual 
agreement the lowering of those tariff barriers, quotas and embar- 
goes which have been raised against our exports of agricultural 
and industrial products; but continue as in the past to give adequate 
protection to our farmers and manufacturers against unfair com- 
petition or the dumping on our shores of commodities and goods 
produced abroad by cheap labor or subsidized by foreign govern- 


ments. 
THE ISSUE,

A definitely left- 
ist party, it is bred of three bl 
streams: first, the old south, a re- 
mote grandmother; second, the new 
Tammany, an all-American wigwam 
wherein the Irish rule the urban pop- 
ulation, and third, in its blood is a 
strong strain of farm-labor radical- 
ism! Franklin Roosevelt is its daddy 
as much as Thomas Jefferson was the 
father of the Civil War and post-war 
democracy and as much as Alexander 
Hamilton begot the republican party 
as it lived from Lincoln to Hoover, 


“Crown Princes” Speak. 


One might go further with the fig- 
ure asd say that the convention has 
heard the voice of the two crown 
princes of the new party, Governor 
George H. Earle and Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark. Bennett Clark tonight, 
presenting the report of the committee 
on rules, showed the convention an 
earnest, scholarly, well-balanced man 
with fine zeal and proper courage. He 
cut the umbilical cord that bound new 
democracy .to its old mother by taking 
from the south, under the abrogation 
of the two-thirds rule, the right to veto 
a presidential nomination. 

The two-thirds rule which passed 
out of the democratic party this eve- 
ning when young Bennett Clark sat 
down amid the well-earned plaudits of 
the multitude, took away the demo- 
cratic presidential nominations from 
Speaker Champ Clark in 1912 and 
William Gibbs McAdoo in 1924, which 
they won fairly by attaining and hold- 
ing a majority in democratic national 
convention, but not a two-thirds ma- 
jority. 

The convention knew that young 
Clark. cast for the moment as a mod- 
ern Hamlet, was avenging his father’s 
political death. A fine, manly job he 
did of it, but, with his vengeance came 
also the death of the party his father 
loved and the birth of the party which 
may take the son to the place the 
father vainly coveted. 

White Sees “No Flowery Path.” 

The new party has no flowery path 
before it. Franklin Roosevelt may, 
probably will, be able to hold it to- 
gether while he commands its for- 
tunes. But the seeds of death are in 
it. Many of its members are bound 
to conflict.

This whole new American political 
tendency is a reversion to feudalism, 
modern feudalism but typical of all 
feudalism—at its best a benevolent 
despotic paternalism. In the new 
party, the city ‘Tammany rules 
through conservative feudalism, In 
the south, the landed aristocrat must 
maintain feudal relations with his 
sharecroppers. In the west, the farm- 
er-labor group must set up a feudal 
relation with an all-wise, all-powertul 
government. In all three, the citizens 
surrender their political individualism 
for economic security. - But here 1s 
the dismembering dynamite. 

Under this set-up, the feudal south 
will have no reason to cling to the 
empty name of an extinct Jeffer- 
sonian party, for both the farmer-la- 
bor group and Tammany group 
will be vastly more insistent upon 
treating the negro as a worker and 
not a serf and giving him social and 
political — in the north and 
economic equality under the landlord 
with the whites of the south. In the 
twinkling of an eye, when young Ben- 
nett Clark sat down after proclaim- 
ing the new rules, even though they 
were sugar-coated expediency, the 
south lost its reason for loyalty to the 
new party. The south will probably 
not break away this year, but, with 
the veto gone, it can be ignored im 
the horse-trading which will be in- 
evitable in the néw democratic con- 
vention four years from now. 

“Roosevelt and Hitler.“ 

The platform of the new party will 
give to the President great reserve 
powers, powers purposely withheld 
from the delegates so that, as the 
head of the new, strong, Hamiltonian 
party, he might meet emergencies un- 
fettered by platform promises. He is 
the platform—Der Fuehrer! This par- 
allel of Roosevelt and Hitler, of 
course, is more or less literary. The 
differences between Germany and 
America are so deep that our brand 
of strongly centralized Hamiltonian 
government will not be the German 
nazi brand. 

But if we do turn away from the 
old economic order, we must cement 
the new order with new political 
forms, we must abandon much of the 
old hampering political machinery of 
present-day America. The two-form 
economic feudalism, a republican 
democracy, cannot live in the same 
state. Hence, in the beginning, the 
party that sponsors the new feudal 
Hamiltonian idea must leave its lead- 
ers free. That the convention today 
has done. Its platform promises are 
few and general. 

Changes in Parties. 

Naturally, being the party in power, 
the democrats point with pride, and 
being the party out of power, the re- 
publicans view with alarm. Where the 
democrats strut, the republicans strafe 
in their platform, each about as fool- 
ishly as the other. Foolishly, because 
the forces of the system which are at 
work today are evident in the two par- 
ties, the republicans turning from 
Hamilton to the states’ right doctrine 
under Jefferson and the democratic 
party picking up the fallen Hamil- 
banner.

Cox Leads Fight. 


Most of the vocal opposition to 
scrapping the rule—before considera- 
tion of a new system of apportioning 
delegate strength—came from the 
south, with Strong, of Texas; Cox, of 
Georgia, and Senator Connally, of Tex- 
as, making appeals for retention of the 
rule to protect the south's interests. 

The fight on the rule was led by 
Senator Clark, W. W. Durbin, of Ohio, 
and Representative R. L. Doughton, 
of North Carolina. 

Senator Chavez, of New Mexico, 
said the rule had produced Jackson, 
Cleveland, Wilson and Franklin D. 
Roosevelt as democratic nominees, and 
should continue. 

Durbin demanded the change so that

Meet Conditions. 

Senator Clark, whose personal in- 
terest was heightened by the fact that 
it cost his father, the late Speaker 
Champ Clark, the nomination at Bal- 
timore in 1912, asserted the rule was 
dead and that now was the time to 
change it to meet modern conditions. 

Connally urged that “a majority 
may mean a majority of one“ and 
might sometime permit the Virgin Is- 
lands, Hawaii or other territories with- 
out an electoral vote to dominate a na- 
tional convention and namé the nomi- 
nee. 
Strong, of Texas, recommended that 
the reapportionment be based on two 
votes for each democratic senator and 
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anteéd at least six votes. 

Herman Bennett, of West Virginia, 
asked for reapportionment on the basis 
of democratic voting strength with an 
additional vote for every 30,000 demo- 
cratic votes cast in excess of the re- 
publican vote as “merit badges for 
faithful states.” 

The vote on the rules was followed 
immediately by presentation of the 
Roosevelt platform. Broadly it hint- 
ed at a possible future change of the 
constitution, although making no 
specific recommendation for any im- 
mediate amendment. It was read to 
the convention by the resolutions com- 
mittee chairman, Senator Wagner, of 
New York. 

The convention officers put across 
abrogation of the two-thirds rule with- 
out a roll call. On a voice vote, the 
first chorus of ayes was weak. The 
„noes, apparently arising mostly from 
among the Texas delegates, was al- 
most as loud. 


Chairman Robinson called again, 
and this time the “ayes” were loud 
enough for him to announce in sten- 
torian voice: “The ayes have it.” 

Senator Clark, of Missouri, first 
made a plea for the rules change be- 
fore the vote. At one point, he said: 

“Whatever merit there may have 
been in the two-thirds rule vanished 
with the Civil War. It should have 
been abolished with slavery.”

SENATOR SMITH OUTS 
CONVENTION FOR 6000 


Defeat of Two-Thirds Rule 
and Negro’s Speech Are 
Too Much.’ 


PHILADELPHIA, June 25. 
Senätor Smith, of South Carolina, 
walkéd out of the democratic. nation- 
al convention again tonight when a 
negro spoke from the platform—say- 
ing this time he was gone to stay 
gone.” 

Smith repeated his march from the 
convéntion hall when Representative 
Arthur W. Mitchell, only negro mem- 
. of congress, addressed the conven- 
tion. 

‘This is another dose,” the veteran 
South Carolina senator angrily said, 
as he stalked off the floor. “I have 
had enough. This time I am leaving 
the convention to stay gone.” 

“I’m through.” 

Mayor Burnet Maybunk, of Char- 
leston, who walked out with Smith 
yesterday when the Rev. Marshall 
Shepard, a Philadelphia negro min- 
ister, offered the invocation at the 
opéning of Wednesday morning’s ses- 
sion, did not join the senator tonight. 

Smith said two members of the 
Jouth Carolina delegation—C. Frank 
Clyburn, of Kershaw, and T. R. Smith, 
of Orangeburg—walked out with him. 

“They told me they were leaving 
for good,” the senator said. 

“I don’t cate what the convention 
might do or say,” the senator assert- 
ed. “Things have occurred that in 
my opinion have humiliated the south. 

“These are the abrogation of the 
two-thirds rule and acceptance of the 
négro on terms of political equality.”

prevent it, they imitate both the product and the wrapper of the Ameri- 


can manufacturer. 

The American product wins a market in China by merit alone. The 
Jap then produces an inferior. article, exactly counterfeits the American 
wrapper (even to the Blue Eagle when that bird was popular) and takes 


the market by lowering the price. 

The Chinaman buys because he is fooled. The American, not fooled 
at ail, buys the imitation because it is cheaper. 

The whole structure of commerce and civilization is built on faith 
‘in the other man’s honor. Destroy that and nothing is left but cheat, 


fool, cheat. 
And we help to destroy it every time we patronize the cheat who gets 


his profit by violating the rules of decent ethics.

Sterilization 


In Germany. 


The “sterilizations” that are being 
carried out in Germany are comple- 
mentary to the removal of the Jews 
from German public life and of Jew- 
ish “blood” from the German “race. 
All these measures are the practical 
application of the doctrine elaborated 
by Hitler in the eleventh chapter ot 
“Mein Kampf,” the loctrine that there 
is nothing so important as the “pur- 
ity” of the “Aryan race.” The pur- 
pose of the German “sterilization law 
is to eliminate the physically and men- 
tally “inferior,” whether they are 
“Aryans” or not. Systematic sterili- 
zation began in the first year of Hit- 
ler's chancellorship. Two hundred and 
five “heredity and health boards” and 
26 “appeal boards” have been set up 
in Germany.

TAX MUDDLE FEARED 
BY SAVANNAH MAYOR 


Proposed Law Would Leave 
City Stripped of Needed 
Services, Says Executive. 


Mayor Thomas Gamble, of Savan- 
nah, expressed alarm yesterday over 
a proposed constitutional amendment 
limiting Georgia taxation to 15 mills. 

Gamble’s remarks were in a letter 
filed in the office of Governor Eu- 
gene Talmadge. 

“The city of Savannah would be in 
a ver, serious predicament if new 


forms of taxation were not provided,” 
Gamble wrote to the Governor and 
Senator Lester, of Augusta, head of 
a legislative committee studying im- 
plications of the amendment. 
Fears Power Centralization. 

“Under the proposed constitutional 
amendment it appears to me that 
cities and counties are being robbed 
of home rule, with power centralized 
at the state capitol, and with the 
legislature empowered every two 
years to change the system of as- 
sessing and levying and collecting 
taxes, so that there would be no 
certainty where any city or county 
stood beyond a two-year period. 

“I feel, as do Savannahians in 
general, that. there. should some 
means of lifting some of the burden 
off real estate, but that this should 
be done in such a way that the nec- 
essary public activities of a city. or 
town government, or the _ public 
school system, shall not be so cur- 
tailed or destroyed as to menace the 
interests of an entire community.” 


Fears Lack of Revcnue. 


The mayor expressed concern be- 
cause no definite taxes had been pro- 
posed to make up for the loss of rev- 
enue which he said the amendment 
would entail. 

“Savannah, in common with all 
other municipal governments, is left 
under the shadow of a great appre- 
hension as to where it will stand with 
regard to funds with which to oper- 
ate if the constitutional amendment 
is adopted without anyone knowing 
what taxes are to be proposed, con- 
sidered and provided for by the legis- 
lature. 

“Inasmuch as you have frequently 
stated that you are entirely opposed 
to a sales tax, and in my conversa- 
tion with you a fortnight ago you re- 
affirmed this position, and inasmuch 
as public sentiment in a large way 
seems to be opposed to a sales tax, 
that source of revenue will apparent- 
ly be removed from contemplation.” 

Cites Ohie Law. 

The mayor expressed regard for an 
Ohio law which allows city govern- 
ments to hold elections in which the 
people may provide additional funds 
for city operations over and above 
the constitutional limitation. 

Gamble said it had been proposed 

that part of the 6-cent gasoline tax 
be taken from the highway depart- 
ment and devoted to making up the 
deficit in the state, county and city 
revenues. He said there was bitter 
opposition to this. 
e said he had been unable to get 
any information from Senator Lester 
regarding new tax plans. He said 
Lester had declined to announce any 
proposals “until after election, in or- 
der that the minds of the people may 
not be disturbed by new forms of 
taxation.” | 

“It is certainly regrettable that 
there has not been some provisions 
made in advance for th. providing of 
these revenues,’ the mayor wrote. 

Future Obscure. 

“IT must confess that I and others 
are left very much in the dark as to 
how the enormous shrinkage in state 
county and city incomes which would 
result under the tax Hmitation is to 
be overcome, and how our schools are 
to be properly provided for, and how 
our cities and towns are to function 
as their people require. 

“The decrease in the income of the 
city of Savannah under the pro- 

ed constitutional limitation amend- 
ment would represent the total cost 
of the operations of a number of the 
city rtments which are absolute- 
ly essential to the safety and the 
comfort and the convenience of the 
Savannah ic. 

“They are: Police department 
$256,000; fire department, 000: 
health and bacteriological, $65,000; 
parks and trees, $45,000: harbors and 
wharts, $5,000; recreation, $7,000; 
auditorium, $5,000; traffic 
bureau, $5,000. Total 000.

; Other Historic Slugfests.

HILADELPHIA, June 25.—In a 
last-minate deal, completed within the 
deadline of the 1936 trading season, 
the southern demberats gave up their 
good old two-third: nominating rule 


in exchange for two infielders, a left- 
handed pitcher, and plenty of red 
hot representation in 1940: 
It looked for a while as though the 
gents from Dixie would 155 nothing at 
all for their trouble. In fact, they 
were going around shouting, “We wuz 
robbed!” in the manner of Joe Jacobs, 
and one of them, Judge W. C. Davis, 
of Texas, was describing the whole 
thing as a Farley plot. 

“Farley,” said the judge, “is going 
to kill the good old rule and try 
for the nomination himself in 1940.“ 

This unpleasant rumor was eventual- 
ly headed off and buried by the 
backers of the new majority system, 
Who saw clearly that they would 
have to make concession to gain their 
end. They offered Dizzy Dean, but 
Diz vetoed the scheme by saying he 
was satisfied in St Louis. Then there 
was talk of giving the south a few 
extra senators, bui everyone agreed 
there were too many senators al- 
N both northern and southern 
style.

Congressman Doughton, of North

lieve me, the great Champ Clark was 
just as good as ihe great Woodrow 
Wilson, if not better.” 

To tell you the truth, I think a lot 
of these delegate were more interest- 
ed in refighting the Clark-Wilson fight 
than in anything else. It must have 
been quite a scrap. to hear them 
tell it. it went i rounds, with Wil- 
son winning by a technical knockout. 

I have heard fight managers rehash 
the Jeffries-Corb-tt fight and the 
Dempsey-Firpo fight and many other 
famous controversial slugging bees. 
Sometimes they get violent and do it 
with gestures, in which case you are 
likely to see history repeating itself 
and one or more managers lying on 
the floor. 

Then I have listened to cultured 
gentlemen like Ely Culbertson and . 
Hal Sims as they reviewed the bid- 
ding after a bridge hand. Often these 
gents forgot their culture. and used 
words which you would not care to 
have our pet Airedale overhear, let 
alone your wife and kiddies. 


Battles That Were Battles. 
But bridge players and fight man- 
agers are mealy-mouthed compared to

Some of the old-timers will even 
take you back as far as 1844, when 
the two-thirds rule rose up and 
smacked Martin van Buren right in 
the teeth. 

It seems—and the ‘old-timers de- 
scribe it very gleefully—that Van Bu- 
ren outsmarted himself. The two- 
thirds rule had been invented for his 
benefit, back in 1832, when Jackson 
wanted Silk-Sheet Van for his vice 
president instead of Jack Calhoun. He 
ordered a twdthirds vote, and Van 
Buren copped the nomination. 

But 12 years later, a gentleman 
named Polk stole the presidential nom- 
ination from Van Buren by the same 
process. This is very ironical stuff, 
and the democrats still love to tell 
about it. 

It seems to me that if the boys can 
have so much fun with a two-thirds 
rule, they ought to kill the new ma- 
jority system at their next convention 
and pass a three-quarters rule or 4a 
four-fifths rule. A four-fifths rule 
would be sure to bring back the era 
of 50-round and 100-round fights, 
when men were men—maybe nobody 
would get nominated at all. 

Or it might be nice to have a one- 
fifth rule, in which case five guys 
could be nominated at once. Five 
simultaneous democratic presidents 
would take up.a lot of space in the 
White House, if they all chose to 
board there. but there would be plenty 
of action all the time. 

In an emergency, the five democrats 
could be sent to the Olympics to rep- 
resent the United States in basketball 
and replaced at the helm of the ship 
by four republican presidents and an 
electric icebox. The republican presi- 
dents could be replaced, too.

MILLIONS OF HOPPERS 


ARE DESTROYING CROPS. 


AMES, Iowa, June 25.—(UP)-— 
Millions of grasshoppers, believed part 
of the 100-mile square flight that yes- 
terday blotted ont the sky in eastern 
Nebraska. are destroring crops and 
other vegetation in 15 western Iowa 
counties, Dr. Carl Drake. state ento- 
mologist, reported tonight. 
Most of the hoppers arrived in 
_Tewa late in the afternoon and ate 
their way through fields of small 
grain. corn and alfalfa. leaving the 
earth stripped bare in their wake. 

“One-half of the small grain crop 
is @estrored in these counties, three- 
fourths of the alfalfa ie ruined and 
many corn fields are being stripped,” 
Dr. Drake reported. 

In addition to the 15 counties al- 
ready seriously damaged, more than 
40 others probably will suffer, the en- 
tomologist said.

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SAILOR RECITES ROLE 
IN RATTLER SLAYING 


Collapses After Reciting 
Story of Death Through 
Use of a Rattlesnake. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 25.— 
(P)}—In a courtroom scene rivaling 
his own testimony, Charles S. Hope, 
erstwhile sailor, told today of seeing 
the late Mrs. Mary James roped to a 
table while her husband thrust her 
foot into a box holding a large rat- 
tlesnake. 

Hope, who has already pleaded 
guilty to first-degree murder charges, 
is the state’s star witness at the trial 
of Robert James, much-married master 
barber, accused of killing his wife 
by means of rattlesnake bites and 
drowning in a bathtub. 

When Hope had finished his story 
he nearly collapsed on the witness 
stand. As he slumped forward James 
laughed. 

A recess was called and Hope was 
led from the stand. 

Of Mrs. James he testified: 

“She was roped to the breakfast 
nook table. She was tied down on her 
back. Her eyes and lips had wide 
strips of adhesive tape over them. She 
had on only a pink silk nightgown. 

“James lifted up her left leg to 
make room for me to sit the box 
down on the breakfast nook seat. 

“Then suddenly James grabbed her 
left leg above the ankle, and holding 
it just above the box, made a sudden, 
quick jerk and opened the top of the 
box and stuck her foot in. 

“Her foot was only in there a short 
time,” he said. “I heard the snake 
rattle. Then I saw her writhing. 
James took her foot from the box.” 


KANSAS MAJORITY 
IS ANTI ‘NEW DEAL’ 


Institute Poll Shows Slight 
Balance Against Ad- 


ministration. 


NEW YORK, June 26.—By a nar- 
row margin, Kansas voters were on 
record today as against the recovery 
policies of the present administration, 
according to the Institute of Public 
Cpinion. 

Ballots from the “typical prairie 
state“ are part of a nation-wide poll 
the institute is conducting for 72 
newspapers on the question: 

“Are the acts of the present admin- 
istration helping or hindering recov- 
ery?” 

Kansas votes 61 per cent “hinder- 
ing.” 49 per cent “helping.” 

The vote against the democratic ad- 
ministration substantiates a trend in 
Kansas that has been reflected in in- 
stitute polls since December. At that

GENERAL SHERRILL 
SUCCUMBS IN PARIS 


Heart Attack Is Fatal to 
American Diplomat, 


Writer. 


PARIS, June 25.—(#/)—Brigadier 
General Charles Hitchcock Sherrill, 
American diplomat and writer, died 
suddenly tonight of a heart attack 
at his Paris home. He was 69. 

He had resided in Paris since re- 
tiring as ambassador to Turkey in 
1933. He was United States minister 
to Argentina from 1909 to 1911, when 
he declined to become ambassador to 
Japan because of ill health and left 
the diplomatic service, to which he 
did not return until he took the post 
at Istanbul in 1982. 

Brigadier General Sherrill originat- 
ed a series of international inter- 
university track athletic matches, the 
first between Yale and Oxford in 
1894. He won seven intercollegiate 
charmpionships himself, and was the 
American 100-yard champion in 1887. 

He was a member of the executive 
committee of the international Olym- 
pic sports committee and at one time 
was chairman of the aviation commis- 
sion of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce. 

He mastered eight languages, in- 
cluding Turkish and Russian, by a 


self- invented system, and was able to 


make public addresses in all of them. 
He is survived by his widow and a 
son, Gibbs W. Sherrill, ef Boston.

Only a few hundred remained out 
following a settlement between em- 
ployers and workers at the capital’s 
last occupied department store. 

The “folded arms” movement reced- 
ed in the provinces, with the Marseille 
sailors’ return to work heading the 
list of the government’s successful ar- 
bitrations. 

Cannes, however. reported a crew 
of painters quit work in the Church 
of St. Cezaire, deciding to eat their 
meals in the pews and sleep in the 
confessionals. Three hundred striking 
Riviera gigolos threatened to occupy 
casino dance floors. 

The senate voted cpnfidence in the 
foreign policy of Premier Leon Blum s 
cabinet—even before the premier had 
asked for it. The Bank of France, 
for the second time in a week, cut the 
rediscount rate, this time from 5 to 
4 per cent.

Joe McCarthy, rotund man- 
ager of the Yankees, was

At the time DiMaggio was 
riding the Yankee bench be- 
cause of a foot injury. He had 
injured the foot twice, the sec- 
ond time fouling a ball that hit 
him on top of the shoe.

Had this confession of an arsenic- 
éater been related at the proper time, 
fate might have dealt differently witn 
an American woman who was e 
chief actor in one of the most perplex- 
ing mysteries of modern times. 

Mary Elizabeth Chandler was the 
daughter of a prosperous banker of 
Mobile, Ala. Her father died when 
she was a year old and after her moth- 
er's marriage to the Baron von Roques 
she divided her time between Europe 
and America. 

At the age of 18, when a whole- 
some, vivacious girl, fond of outdoor 
sports, she married James Maybrick, 
of Liverpool, near which city the cou- 
ple made their home. During the sec- 
ond year of their marriage a son was 
born to them and, years later, a 
daughter. 

Much Older Than Wife. 

Maybrick was 27 years the senior 
of his wife. For eight years their 
married life was happy and contented. 
Then, of a sudden, they quarreled, 
Maybrick losing his temper so far 4s 
tu blacken his wife's eye and attempt 
to turn her into the streets. The dis- 
covery of mutual intrigues is said to 
have been the cause of this infelicity. 
The young wife initiated divorce pro- 
ceedings, but for the sake of the chil- 
dren became apparently reconciled to 
her husband. , 

A few weeks later, in the spring of 
1889, Maybrick was taken ill, and 
after several days he died. The fam- 
ily physician had treated him for dys- 
pepsia, although it was constantly 
suggested to them by the patients 
brother, Michael Maybrick, that poi- 
son was the cause of his illness. The 
discovery of more than 70 grains ot 
arsenic in the house after the death 
led to an autopsy, which, however, re- 
vealéd no arsenic in the stomach or 
any weighable traces of the poison in 
any other part of the body. But as 
a result of insistence by the Maybrick 
family, the body was exhumed three 
weeks later and about one-tenth of a 
grain of arsenic was found in the vis- 
cera. Although the smallest fata] dose 
of the drug on record is known to de 
two grains, the widow of the dead 
man was arrested and imprisoned. 


Her trial was a long one, and the 
family physicians swore that but for 
the discovery of arsenic on the prem- 
ises they would have given a certifi- 
cate of death from natural causes. The 
defendant's counsel proved that for 
20 years Maybrick had been a con- 
firmed arsenic-eater and that he daily 
took doses that would have killed a 
dozen ordinary men. : 

A Liverpool druggist testified that 
the dead man had lately been in the 
habit of calling several times a day 
at his shop to get doses of a proprie- 
tary tonic to which he had added 3 
large proportion of arsenic. One of 
the family doctors gave evidence that 


during the year prior to Maybrick’s 
death his wife had appealed to him leave 


to influence her husband against the 
habitual use of certain tonics and 
white powders which she believed to 
be doing him harm. It was the con- 
tention of the defendant's counsel! that 


the minute quantity of arsenic found 
in the body was readily accounted for 


ly purchased 70 grains aiready on 
hand in the house, why should she 
have openly manufactured more ar- 
senic by soaking flypaper? Moreover, 
Mrs. Maybrick’s innocence was indi- 
cated by the fact lat she had been 
the first to give the alarm of ber hus- 
band’s illness, to send for his doctors, 
brothers and friends and to suggest 
that some drug was at the bottom of 
his illness. Before the physician’s ar- 
rival she had administered to him a 
mustard emetic, which she would not 
have done had she desired the poison 
to take effect. Her lawyer stated that 
“if she had wished to put everybody 
in the house and the doctors them- 
selves on the scent of poison, she could 
not have acted differently.” 


Sir Fitzjames Stephen, the presid- 
ing judge, for two days delivered to 
the jury a charge which in the begin- 
ning favored the prisoner, but which 
toward the end showed bias against 
her, and as a result the jury brought 
in a verdict of guilty, after being out 
only 38 minutes. bortly afterward 
the judge wrote that out of 979 suits 
tried before him that of Mrs. May- 
brick “was the only case in which 
there could be any doubt about the 
facts.” After the trial her case threw 
him into a morbid state of brooding, 
which developed into madness from 
which he never recovered. The Liver- 
pool Post, previously hostile to Mra. 
Maybrick, now recalled the famous 
trial in these words: 

“In fancy one still hears the distant 
fanfare of the trumpets as the judges 
with quaint pageantry pass down the 
hall, and still the minds eye sees the 
crimson-clad figure of the great mad 
judge as he sat down to try his last 
case. A tragedy indeed was pores 
Seen, Oe bench no less than the 

ock.” 

Justice Stephen ‘sentenced Mrs. 
Maybrick to be hanged. After she 
had languished in the shadow of the 
scaffold for several weeks (the Eng- 
lish law forbidding her to know when 
the execution was to come), she was 
at last warned to prepare for death. 
But almost at the last moment ber 
sentence was commuted to life impris- 
onment. 

Incarcerated 11 Years. 

After she had been imprisoned for 
11 years, it was discovered that Lord 
Russell, chief justice of England, had 
before his death written to her a let- 
ter in which he said: 

“I feel as strongly as I have feit 
from the first that you should never 
have been convicted, and this opinion 
I have very clearly expressed to Mr.
